Whrrp the bark teeth are mi us­ 
ing and not replaced, the two 
jawa will conm cloned together 
than they should so that the up­ 
per front toeth come down over 
the lower more than thpy did be­ 
fore. Overlapping creates more 
pressure, resulting in strain on

support, which in turn in accom­ 
panied by inflammHtion and con­ 
gestion of the gums. Then, true 
gums bleed easily.

So you can see that bleeding of 
the gums around the front treth 
often comes as a result of miss­ 
ing troth in the back of the

mouth. This i* also aggravated by 
tartar accummulations on the in- 
sidee surfaces of the teeth.

If these conditions am not cor­ 
rected, the overtaxed teeth will be 
endangered. Of course, them are 
other catises for bleeding gums 
but the two above are among the 
most prominent.

In 
1925 Vickers developed a hy­ 
draulic steering gear for motor 
vehicles and a high, pressure 
vane pump.

With the development of ad­ 
ditional products the company 
expanded rapidly and was re­ 
named Vickers incorporated.

In 1930, an experimental plant 
was established in Detroit, Mich­ 
igan, and by the end of 1930 tihe 
entire business was transferred 
to Detroit.

The expansion of the com­ 
pany over the years has result­ 
ed In the establishment of plants 
in Michigan, Connecticut, Ne­ 
braska, Oklahoma, Missouri. 
Mississippi and California.
